During  I97'^i  Secretary  of  State  accepted  the  advice  of 
the  Joint  Committee  that  vaccination  against  smallpox  need  no 
longer  be  recommended  as  a  routine  procedure  in  early  childhood.

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
supplying  the  District  vdth  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality. 
The  Chief  Engineer  has  supplied  the  following  information, 

"The  water  supply  within  the  area  of  your  Auth¬ 
ority  has  been  generally  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity.  Isolated  incidents  of  low  pressure  have  occur¬ 
red  from  time  to  time  but  these  have  been  of  a  minor  nat¬ 
ure,  No  contamination  of  supplies  has  occurred  within 
the  area,  .  ,  -  .  .  .  . 

The  following  Pumping  Stations  supply  the  area  of 
your  Authority  with  varying  amounts  of  water.

No  flcoridation  to  the  above  sources  has  yet  been 
carried  out  but  it  is  intended  to  implement  such  work  at 
Rushley  and  Budby  Pumping  Stations  within  the  next  six 
months  and  at  Normans  Hollow,  Fishpool  and  Far  Baulker 
Pumping  Stations  towards  the  end  of  197^  and  early  1975»

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.\NNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1973 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

^  My  first  Annual  Report  was  submitted  to  you  in  19^8.  This 
is  my  26th  and  final  report  for  the  year  1973i  and  it  is  also  the 
final  report,  as  such,  for  the  Urban  District  of  Sutton-in-  Ashfield 
which  amalgamates  with  the  Ashfield  District  on  1st  April,  197^, 
the  date  of  the  reorganisation  of  local  government. 

Housing  in  the  private  sector  has  always  been  one  of  the 
most  important  fimctions  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  The 
year  under  review  has  been  no  exception  in  that  considerable  time 
has  been  spent  in  pursuing  our  policy  of  house  improvement  and 
repair.  This  year  shows  the  highest  number  of  improvement  grants 
completed  in  Sutton-in -Ashfield  in  the  private  sector  in  any  year 
since  the  introduction  of  financial  grants  in  the  Housing  Act  of 
19^9.  This  year  will  also  be  remembered  as  the  one  in  which  stag¬ 
gering  increases  in  the  costs  of  building,  coupled  with  the  very 
high  rises  in  mortgage  interest  rates,  caused  many  thousands  of 
potential  home  buyers  to  pause  at  the  realization  of  the  financial 
obligations  they  were  facing. 

I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  these  present  day  conditions 

and  difficulties  have  caused  many  local  authorities  to  realize  that 

» 

the  greatest  encouragement  must  now  be  given  to  the  improvement  of 
existing  stocks  of  houses  in  their  districts,  both  in  the  public 
and  private  sector;  to  give  further  life  of  I5  to  30  years.  It  is 
without  doubt  the  only  available  way  of  trying  to  provide  a  stock 
of  higher  amenity  living  accommodation  at  something  like  a  real¬ 
istic  price.  As  it  is  still  Government  policy  at  the  time  of  writ¬ 
ing  this  report,  to  discontinue  the  73%  grant  after  the  latter  part 
of  June,  197^*  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  Housing  Bill  will 
offer  some  attractive  formula  to  help  speed  up  the  modernisation  of 
those  remaining  houses  which  are  so  urgently  in  need  of  improvement. 

Now  that  the  identity  of  the  Urban  District  is  coming  to  a 
close,  it  will  do  no  harm  to  quote  some  housing  statistics  for  the 
permanent  record  in  respect  of  house  improvement  and  slum  clearance, 

A  total  of  1,777  houses  have  been  condemned  and  demolished 
or  closed  in  the  period  from  1930  to  1973*  It  is  true  to  say  that 
the  majority  of  the  families  involved  were  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

A  total  of  2,057  houses  have  been  modernised  in  the  district 
with  the  aid  of  impioveraent  grants  and  since  this  particular  hous¬ 
ing  legislation  came  into  operation. 

The  main  slum  clearance  programme  for  this  area  is  now  com¬ 
pleted,  only  a  few  isolated  blocks  of ’twilight*' property  remain 
for  final  determination,  I  think  it  also  true  to  say  that  a  firm 
programme  of  improvement  could,  in  the  next  five  years,  bring  the 
remaining  properties  up  to  a  reasonably  improved  living  standard, 
provided  that  the  policies  of  the  new'lHstrict  Council  are  as  pro¬ 
gressive  and  generous  in  this  matter  as  the  Sutton -in -Ashfield 
Council  always  tried  to  be.  It  is  now  patently  obvious  that 


improvement  and  modernization  of  existing  properties  is  here  to  stay 
for  many  years,  for  the  reason  that  apart  from  the  housing  in  the 
private  sector,  there  are  now  thousands  of  Council  built  housing 
estates  which  were  built  after  the  first  world  war  in  and  which 

are  obviously  now  very  much  outdated  by  modern  standards.  '  It  is' 
also  obvious  from  the  financial  state  of  the  country,  and  the  gen¬ 
eral  housing  need,  that  these  properties  will  need  to  be  given  a 
much  longer  life  by  repair,  improvement  and  modernization. 

It  is  now  also  unfortunately  apparent  that  amongst  the  owners 
of  many  of  the  older  houses  in  the  private  sector  needing  improve¬ 
ment  there  are  quite  a  number  who  will  not  undertake  improvement 
for  a  variety  of  reasons,  often  financial,  often  because  of  age  and 
a  disinclination  to  be  bothered  with  any  worry  associated  with  for¬ 
mal  application  for  grants  and  the  associated  procedure.  In  these 
cases,  there  is  now  a  strong  case  for  state  control,  with  generous 
compensation,  and  a  careful  assessment  of  all  relevent  conditions 
appertaining  to  the  continual  welfare  of  any  person  who  loses  con¬ 
trol  or  ownership  and  any  persons  whose  tenancy  could  be  affected 
by  the  takeover.  Such  procedure  would,  without’  doubt,  assist  the 
preservation  of  many  thousands  of  houses  until  the  end  of  this 
century. 

In  this  final  report,  mention  must  be  made  of  our  Smoke 
Control  Programme.  One  third  of  this  district  is  now  covered  by 
Smoke  Control  Orders i  Sixteen  Smoke  Control  Areas  covering  over 
5,000  acres  and  nearly  6,000  premises  will  be  in  operation  by 
October.  It  is  unfortunate  that  progress  this  year  has  been  con¬ 
fined  to  such  a  small  area  because  of  financial  restrictions.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  Smoke*  Control  is  one  aspect  of  Environmental 
Health  which  should  be  given  very  high  priority  and  second  only  to 
Housing.  The  obvious  improvement  in  the  atmosphere  and  general 
“environment  of  those  areas  which  are  firmly  established  under  smoke  control 
emphasizes  the  urgent  need  to  finish  cleaning  up  the  atmosphere  as 
soon  as  possible.  I  am  sorry  that  the  Government  have  not  seen  fit 
to  give  the  same  financial  priority  to  clean  air  as  they  have  to 
housing.  ■  ’’ 

I  have  only  made  special  'mention  in  this  preamble  of  what  I 
consider  to  be  the  two  most  important  functions  at  present  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  It  is  of  course  true  that  all  the  other 
services  administered  such  as  Food  Hygiene,  public  Cleansing,  Noise 
and  other  nuisances  have  been  dealt  with  in  routine  manner  and  full 
detailed  statistics  are  included  in  the  follovdng  body  of  the  report. 

I  believe  that  in  the  past  years  this  Urban  District  has 
shown  a  remarkable  progress  and  sense  of  responsibility  in  its 
Environmental  Health  policies.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  team  work 
of  its  administrative  and  professional  staff,  officers  and  workmen, 
and  not  least  to  the  continual  good  feeling  and  encouragement  of 
every  elected  member  of  its  Councils.  The  record  of  effort  and  achievement  of 
the  present  Council  could  be  offered  as  on  example  of  good  local 
government  to  those  other  Districts  with  which  it  is  amalgamating,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  Ashfreld  Coimcil  will  be  able  to  make 
the  same  boast  to  its  eleirtora.-in'vthe  future  .yeara.’of  the  he^v.  administra¬ 
tion,  •  ■  '

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION 


The  Public  Cleansing  Section  is  now  fully  controlled  by  a  work 
studied  bonus  system,  which  works  very  aatisfactorily  in  that  it  is 
quite  adaptable  to  any  changes  of  pattern  in  transport  or  labour,  and 
can  be  adjusted  almost  instantaneously  to  cope  with  any  emergency. 

The  system  has  the  full  approval  of  men,  union  and  management  alike. 

The  Department  took  delivery  of  a  new  55  cubic  yard  fore  and 
aft  refuse  collector  in  the  early  spring,  A  new  large  capacity 
’Revopak'  collector  was  ordered  and  expected  to  be  delivered  in  the 
autumn,  but  unfortunately  delivery  dates  have  been  put  back  twice 
and  it  is  now  expected  next  March, 

The  repair  and  maintenance  depot  is  working  quite  satisfactorily 
and  at  the  moment  one  vehicle  is  submitted  every  month  for  the  full 
inspection  at  the  Ministry  Plating  Depot  at  Watnall, 

A  regular  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  main¬ 
tained  with  very  few  complaints.  The  demand  for  the  removal  of 
bulky  domestic  articles  which  cannot  be  handled  at  the  time  of  the 
weekly  collection  is  now  on  the  increase,  as  the  service  is  now  in 
operation  over  the  whole  district  and  on  every  working  day.  This 
special  service  has  done  much  to  eliminate  the  unsightly  and  illegal 
dumping  on  verges  and  in  hedge  bottoms,  although  we  still  try  and 
cope  with  more  of  this  careless  dumping.  Several  areas  in  the  town 
have  to  be  periodically  visited  and  cleansed,  since  once  they  have 
been  cleaned  up  by  the  Department,  it  appears  that  the  particular 
spot  is  recognised  as  a  regular  dumping  ground. 


Cesspool  Cleansing 

The  cesspool  cleansing  service  operates  almost  automatically. 
The  Council  offer  3  free  emptyings  a  year,  and  premises  are  now 
cleansed  almost  on  a  rota  system.
